Wo should all bear in mind that 
in ail prize speaking there are cer¬ 
tain points upon which the judges 
do their markings and base their 
decisions. These points are noted 
carefully by them,, while the audi¬ 
ence reaches Its decision largely by 
comparing general results, It is 
quite possible* therefore* that the 
audience and judges might bo near¬ 
er together in their future decisions 
if these points upon which the de¬ 
cisions are to be made could be 
briefly stated on the program or in 
| some other convenient way. 


Realizing the necessity of keep¬ 
ing our citizenship at a high moral 
standard, we the undersigned, do 
hereby affix our signatures as 
charter members of an organiza¬ 
tion to be known as the Good 
Morals League of Bethel, Maine. 

The object of this organization 
shall be to inculcate and sustain 
good morals in our community, 
with special reference to the cul¬ 
ture of our youth, and to seek to 
stimulate all to a desire for the 
highest moral life and the deepest 
purity in thought and action. 

The means used for the attain¬ 
ment of this object shall be a 
pledge, badges, meetings, or 
other practical measures as may 
be devised from time to time as 
the needs aud conditions require. 

The names of future candidates 
for membership shall he coUsider- 
ed andjpresented to the League by 
the Prudential committee and re¬ 
ceived by majority vote, 

The League requires of all its 
members the following pledge: 
I Hereby Pledge Myself: 

1. To abstain front the use of all in¬ 
toxicating liquors as a beverage, and so 
far as 1 can, to oppose the Sale thereof 
for any but mechanical and medicinal 
purposes, 

To refrain from taking the name 
of God in vain and from the Use of any 
profane Words, obscene language and 
literature. 

3, If a minor, to refrain from the Use 
of tobacco in any form; if an adult, to 
give careful consideration to the moral 
question of the tobacco habit. 

4, To refrain from playing any game 
for money or any kind of value, the 
winning of which means loss to some 
other player. To refrain from partici¬ 
pating in lotteries, and in short from 
any kind of gambling. 

5 , To refrain from corner loafing or 
loafing in stores (as the term “loafing” 
may be reasonably defined) and from 
rowdyism on the streets or in public 
places. 

6 , To guard myself from dishonesty 
in business, cheating or misrepresenta¬ 
tion at school or elsewhere; from gos¬ 
sip injurious to character in society. 

7, I promise to cultivate rovorenfc 
and attitude toward sacred 

things 

The officers of this organization 
shall be, a President, Vice Presi¬ 
dent* Secretary and Treasurer and 
a Prudential Committee, consist¬ 
ing of the officers and four others. 
At least one-half of both officers 
and committee shall he laymen, 

The League shall hold a meeting 
once a month for members only, 
aud public meetings for all US the 
Prudential Committee may direct. 
Ah organization with the above 
as a Constitution to be effected 
When sufficient number of signa¬ 
tures shall have beeu obtained. 


Communication. 

Mr. Editor: I am asked by the 
president of the W. C. T. U. to call 
the attention of the readers of the 
News to the temperance legisla¬ 
tion now pending in Congress, 
known as the “Hepburn-Dolliver 
Bill,” House Bill No. 4072 and Sen¬ 
ate Bill No. 1390. Petitions ask¬ 
ing for signatures will be put be¬ 
fore the people by the churches 
and temperance workers under the 
direction of the W. C. T. U. This 
bill ought to })oss. .The liquor 
crowd are keeping the lobby at 
Washington full of remonstrants. 
It behooves the temperance 
“crowd” to keep the lobby full, too. 

This bill supplements our pro¬ 
hibitory law in a way to make it 
far more effective. Through a 
pamphlet statement received by 
courtesy of Senator Gallinger of 
New Hampshire, itjis learned that 
this bill passed the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives at Washington on 
Jan. 27th, 1903, but was not acted 
on by the Senate. The petition to 
be presented is to the Senate. 
Space forbids the printing of the 
text of the bill herein. Look it up 
and carefully consider it. The 
passage thereof means much 
the effectiveness of our 
law.

Life of the Eskimos. 

Millie M. Oliver, aged 12, 

In the regions of the far North 
where the snow never melts, live" _ 
little people with yellowish brown 
skin. They are of fair stature. 
Their faces are ronnd and broad 
With coarse features and small 
dark eyes. They are usually filthy 
and that makes them look darker 
than they really are. These people 
are the Eskimos 

Their clothing ig made of skins 
with the hair left on j sometimes it 
is made of bird skins. The men 
and women dre 3 s much alike. 
Trousers are worn by both, with a 
jacket and a hood. The little 
babies are ’carried naked 
pouch at the back of the outer 
jacket. ' It is lined with sealskin 
or reindeer skin. The Eskimo 
mothers wash .their babies by 
licking them with their tongues. 

In Greenland the Eskimo houses 
are usually made of earth and 
stones. They are partly below the 
ground, and one can only see the 
upper part like a mound of dirt. 
To enter the house one has to 
crawl through a long and narrow 
passage. The house is not large and 
has but one room ; it is lined with 
skins. There are benches around 
the room covered with skins and 
moss, which serve for both chairs 
and beds.

their houses by stone lamps filled 
with moss for wicks, which are 
kept burning day and night. 
Some of their houses are made of 
blocks of snow. 

The Eskimos eat the flesh of 
bears, whales, seals, birds, hares, 
tlogs, foxes and deer. They like 
fab meat best. Sometimes meat 
and fish are eaten raw. They like 
fresh, raw blubber very much. 

The men’s business is hunting, 
He has studied rhe habits of the 
bear, deer, seal and walrus, and 
has learned how to calch or kill 
them. He has many curious darts, 
harpoons, -and other weapons 
The point of the harpoon separates 
from the shaft when an animal is 
■struck and remains in the game 
while the shaft floats on the water; 
the point is fastened by a line to a 
bladder, which floating shows 
where tho animal goes, and helps 
to tire him out. 

Much of his hunting is done 
from his canoe or kayap, This is 
narrow, sharp-poinicd at both 
ends and light. It is of a slight 
frame-work over which skins are 
ightly stretched. The opening is 
but large enough for him to get 
his legs and body through, When 
lie has crept in, he ties a collar of 
skin, that surrounds tho opening, 
about his body below his arms, to 
keep tho water from dashiug into 
the kayap, and paddles away, 
His different weapons are fastened 
u tbeir proper places on top of the 
canoe where he can seize them 
when wanted, 

111 tbe Eskimos homo there is 
only one day and one night in the 
whole year, six months of night, 
and six mouths of day ; I will loll 
you about the night first. 

The stars shine clearly and 
steadily like silver lamps In tho 
sky, but far off between the great 
icy peaks, strange lights are danc¬ 
ing,, shooting long, rosy flames far 
into the sky, or marching as if 
each light had a life of its own, 
and all were marching together 
along the dark, quiet sky. Then 
they ail rush together, flame into 
golden and rosy streamers, and! 
mount far above the cold, icy 
mountain peaks that glitter in 
their light, lb is far more beauti¬ 
ful than Our fireworks on the 
Fourth of July, Sometimes we 
see a little of it here, and we call 


north. This is the Eskimo’s sum¬ 
mer. 

The Eskimos ride over the snow 
and ice on sleds made of the bones 
of the whale and walrus tied to¬ 
gether with strips of sealskin and 
drawn hy dogs or reindeer. 

They are Very happy when 
white people go to their icy home, 
and prepare for them their favorite 
dishes, and give them the best of 
everything. 

Their Jeave-taking is very 
peculiar. Instead of hand-shak¬ 
ing they fill their nostrils full of 
muff from each other’s snuff-horns-

Home Smoked Hams. 

There is a great deal of truth in tho 
claim that the hog market is hurt by 
the falling, off in consumption of 
hams, and Mr. L. H. Kerrick. of 
Bloomington, Illinois, no doubt gives 
the key to this in an interview pub¬ 
lished in the Livestock World. He 
says that the poor curing at the pack¬ 
ing houses hits the hog prices hard, 
and that one can’t buy a ham that 
tastes or smells like ham which Is 
cured there, and adds: 

“The only way you can get a bam 
of that kind is to induce some farmer 
to part with one that he has cured and 
smoked for himself. Who calls for 
ham nowadays in a dining car or a 
cafe, or at a hotel table? Only the 
man that has never tasted the kind- 
we used to have at home, where we 
took time to cure and smoke them 
right—the kind that makes you hun¬ 
gry to smell It cooking. Haven't you 
Often caught the fragrance of that 
Jtind of ham frying, as you drove by 
or near a farm house? 

/ If the packers would make such 
bams as they could from the porkers 
that comes out of these western feed 
lots, there would be a lot more of them 
consumed and raising them would be 
more remunerative. There is hot 
much waste in a hog, and it may be 
farmers will yet fiiid it profitable to 
make some good hams at home for the 
market, instead of selling all their 
hogs to the packer. Something of 
that kind is, in my judgment, likely 
to come about if the packer doesn’t 
tako thought and give us a better 
ham/’

Over fifty In¬ 
dians, of all ages * and conditions, 
swarmed into town from the Manuel 
reservation, above Highland, each to 
receive a $5 gold piece, which the Ar¬ 
rowhead Reservation Company had 
agreed to pay for a pipe-line right of 
way across the corner of the reserva¬ 
tion. This agreement was reached 
Tuesday at a powwow held between 
the Indians and the Government 
agent. The tribe was at first suspici¬ 
ous, but when the representative of 
the company made the promise that 
if the right of way were granted ho 
would place a gold piece in the palm 
of every Indian, from the youngest 
Infant to the oldest squaw, they con¬ 
sented to sign the right of way. 

True to their promise, the Indians 
filed into the office of the company, 
some hobbling on crutches, others 
supported by their fellow-braves, 
many mothers with babes in arms, 
and each in turn received a bright 
gold piece. The Indians were so de¬ 
lighted that some of the mhave offer¬ 
ed to assist in digging the trench for

The 
town should and will act upon the 
superintendent’s suggestion and 
appropriate' $2500 for the town 
schools for the present year.

Russia’s Strength False. 

A tremendous amount of mis- 
formation regarding the supposed 
strength of Russia has been put 
into circulation. Our military 
men are skeptical on the subject 
of the reputed army of 1 , 000.000 or 
more men. Russia has been very 
generally credited with having 
500,000 troops in Manchuria, yet 
the authorities here are advised 
from reliable sources that there 
are actually less than 150,000 of 
the,czar’s armed men in that terri¬ 
tory. 

Less accurate information exists 
regarding the Russian navy than 
of any other navy in the world. 
Our naval officers say it.is easier 
to get the full construction plans 
of a German or French battleship 
than it is to get the correct name 
of a Russian warship. They de¬ 
clare Russia resorts to a clever ; ruse 
•to confuse naval attaches at* St. 
Petersburg and others who seek 
information regarding the strength 
of the Russian navy, A cruiser 
will suddenly appear at one of the 
Russian navy yards bearing a 
name new to the observers. In 
the course of a few months that 
will disappear and another vessel 
of the same type, but with a differ¬ 
ent name will be seen. This war¬ 
ship will in turn give away ap¬ 
parently to a third one bearing, 
a now and unpronouncable name. 
In reality they are all the same 
craft. It is said to be the custom 
of the Russian authorities to give 
certain ships new names at irregu¬ 
lar intervals in order to confuse 
and mystify foreigu officers on duty 
in that country. This accounts 
<or tho fact that no two autbotities 
agree as to the naval strength of 
that country. 

For these reasons Washington 
strategists are Inclined to accent 
with a grain of salt the widely cir¬ 
culated stories of the almost un 
limited army and the extensive 
navy of the Russian government, 
“Japan is absolutely Jmpreg 
nable against Russian attack,’’said 
an American Naval officer. “I 
have seldom seen a country so 
provided Well with natural defence 
as is Japan. Her shores rise ab¬ 
ruptly from the waters In steep 
cliffs, rendering them safe against 
any attack, Japan’s few harbors arc 
also thoroughly defended, both by 
nature and the devices of Mankind, 
Nagasaki is mined from one end 
to the other, and Yokohama lies at 
the far end of a Harbor shaped like 
a horseshoe. Both sides of this 
harbor are lined with fortifications 
which render the place as Strong 
as Gibraltar.”

WHEN IN NEED OF A BITE. 

London Hotels Have Tables Heaped 
with Food. 

In the dining-room of nearly every 
hotel in London one finds a round ta¬ 
ble filled with cold fowl, cold ham, 
roast beef, tongue and mutton, cold 
lobster, and salmon, with mayonnaise 
and many “chaudfroids” so mashed 
with jelly and so attractively garnish¬ 
ed that one knows before tasting that , 
they must be good. 

At breakfast and lunch time, and 
even when in need of a bite before 
going to bed, the true Englishman 
makes a tour of inspection around 
this table in order to select the par¬ 
ticular palate tickler of his own fan¬ 
cy. But the usual breakfast of the 
ordinary mortal is tea, toast, muffins, 
or very hard cold rolls, with eggs or 
bacon—and the inevitable jam. 

This jam is always obtainable at 
any English table, and it' is of many 
varieties, orange, plum, or stra'wber- 
ry predominating. When the un¬ 
spoiled American comes along, how¬ 
ever, he is served with boiled coffee, 
warmed-over rolls, ice water,' and all 
the different kinds of jam at once. He 
swallows this, with eggs or bacon, 
and then he wonders why his digestion 
doesn’t digest. 

The boiled egg is the true test of 
patriotism. The Englishman eats his 
in the proper manner, of course; he 
sets it up in a tiny cup, breaks the 
end, adds a dish of salt, and proceeds 
to absorb it most daintily with a tiny 
Spoon. But the American asks for 
two, and he wants them broken into a 
glass tumbler or goblet, and he then 
chops them furiously, adding salt, 
pepper and butter until they are thor¬ 
oughly mixed into a delicious mess 
which tastes better than it looks 


New Natural Teeth at 93.

The Simla Railway. 

After this year Mr. Rudyard Kip¬ 
ling’s Simla will hardly know itself 
any more; for the rattle of ‘the tink¬ 
ling tonga-bar" will no longer beard 
on the winding mountain road that 
leads from Kalka to Simla. A moun¬ 
tain railway has now been construct¬ 
ed to Simla, and the first train has 
already performed the journey, though 
on his departure for the Punjab 
States and the Persian Gulf, Lord 
Curzon went down for the last time 
by tonga. The rate of speed Is still 
restricted to ten miles an hour, as the 
engine is liable to leave the metals, 
and at that rate of progress the vacu¬ 
um brakes bring it to a stop immedi¬ 
ately. This is only the second moun¬ 
tain railway in India, the other being 
at Darjeeling; but the Simla line is 
on a broader gauge, and on a more 
ambitious scale in the matter of cut¬ 
tings ahd tunnels. Another mountain 
line, however, has been proposed for 
some years past through the Dehra 
Dun Valley up to the hill station of 
Mussoorle, and It is likely soon to be 
carriecf into effect.—London Chroni 
cle.

LIVELY LOOP THE LOOP. 

New Invention by No Means Lacking 
in Thrills. 

An inventor is now making the 
rounds of the pleasure resorts of the 
land in an effort to persuade the pro¬ 
prietors that he has the most wonder¬ 
ful and the most attractive of all the 
pleasure railways that combine safe¬ 
ty with a heels-over-head dash through 
space. His idea Is -that all the Ioop- 
the-loop arrangements thus far put 
within the easy reach of the public 
are of too tame a nature, and he wants 
to present the patrons of these affairs 
with somehlng better in quality and 
greater in quantity. 

His invention consists of two In¬ 
clines connected at their base by the 
indispensable loop. By an original 
mechanism the inclines may be raised 
or lowered alternately. The car dash¬ 
ing down the steep side, circles the 
loop, and speeds up the lowered in¬ 
cline to Its end, Then comes in the 
quantity feature, for the inventor be¬ 
lieves that the tourists haVe not yet 
had the worth of their money; so he 
raises the lower incline, lowering the 
steeper one, and sends his patrons 
dashing back to where they came 
from.—Washington Post.

It fuses at 140 degrees 
to 150 degrees Fahrenheit, and when 
heated to 212 degrees Fahrenheit it 
dissolves into a blackish thick oil, and 
gradually evaporates, leaving no trace 
of its presenep. When stored for a 
length of time, It becomes covered 
with dust like chocolate. It contains 
some moisture that gradually evapor¬ 
ates, reducing its weight, but increas¬ 
ing Its intrinsic value.-
